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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. Claims 34-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The language of the claim raises a question as 
to whether the claim is directed merely to an abstract idea that is not tied to a 
technological art, environment or machine which would result in a practical application 
producing a concrete, useful, and tangible result to form the basis of statutory subject 
matter under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 . 

Claim 34 is drawn to an apparatus claim that comprising a module for .... The 
specification suggests data structures, program modules including information delivery 
([00291]). Therefore, the specification provides evidence that the claimed system cover 
nonstatutory embodiment, i.e. software per se. Paragraph 291 is the only paragraph in 
the specification that suggests about module, if Applicant meant module other that 
"program module" then would lead to 1 12 first paragraph rejections because the 
specification does not disclose otherwise. Claims 35-36 depend on claim 34 have the 
same defects. 

Claim 37 recites a computer-readable storage medium having stored thereon a 
data structure. The specification suggests data structures, program modules or other 
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data in a modulated signal such as carrier waves; and computer-readable 
media/medium may be transmitted over infrared waves and microwaves carriers of 
information and data signals... ([0291]). Therefore, the specification provides evidence 
that the claimed system cover nonstatutory embodiment, i.e. software per se, carriers 
waves, and is therefore non-statutory for that reasons. 

Specification 

3. The supplemental amendment filed 1 2/1 1 /08 is objected to under 35 

U.S.C. 132(a) because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
states that no amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the 
invention. The added material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as 
follows: amended paragraph [0291] discloses semiconductor devices, electronic 
devices, electromagnetic devices, and infrared devices; while original disclosure 
disclosed semiconductor media, etc. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 34-37 regarding 101 rejections have 
been considered but are not persuasive, see above 101 rejections. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-37 have been considered with the 
following remarks: 
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With respect to claim 1 , Applicant argues about the virtual wired telephone 
numbers (Remarks, page 26). Examiner respectfully submits that this is not recited in 
the claim. Applicant further argues that Mukerjee does not teach "this essential step 
which solve the dual charge of the internal subscribers. Examiner again respectfully 
submits that this is not recited in the claim. Similarly, the same response would apply to 
claim 34. 

Independent claims 1 , 9, 23, and 29 are method claims. In order for a method to 
be considered a "process" under 101 , a claimed process must either (1) be tied to 
another statutory class (such as a particular apparatus) or (2) transform underlying 
subject matter (such as an article or materials) {Diamond v. Diehr, 450 U.S. 175, 184 
(1981); Parker v. Flook, 437 U.S. 584 n.9 (1978); Gottschalk v. Benson, 409 U.S. 63, 70 
(1972); Cochrane v. Deener, 94 U.S. 780, 787-788 (1876)). If neither of these 
requirements is met by the claims, the method is not a patent eligible process under 101 
and is non-statutory subject matter. Thus, to qualify as a statutory process, the claim 
should positively recite the other statutory class (the thing or product) to which it is tied, 
for example, by identifying the apparatus that accomplishes the method steps, or 
positively recite the subject matter that is being transformed, for example, by identifying 
the material that is being changed to a different state. The specification suggests a 
computer-readable medium having computer executable instructions for performing a 
technique of the present invention. Therefore, the specification provides evidence that 
the claimed method cover nonstatutory embodiment, i.e. software per se and is 
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therefore non-statutory for that reasons. Failure to make appropriate corrections would 
lead to 101 rejections.
